Generally speaking, persons injured as a 
result of medical malpractice have two years to 
bring an action against the negligent physician. 
Illinois law provides that the two-year limitation 
period starts to run on the date ‘‘on which the 
claimant knew, or through the use of reasonable 
diligence should have known ..., of the ex- 
istence of the injury...” question 
sometimes arises as to how much information. 
must be available to an injured person in order to 
trigger the running of the two-year limitation 
period. Obviously, not ali medical malpractice is 
immediately ascertainable following a negligent 
diagnosis or treatment. 

In one recent case, a woman consulted-a 
gynecologist due to recurrent pain in her left 
ovary. In December of 1979, the doctor perform- 
ed surgery and removed her uterus. In July of 
1980, the physician performed additional 
Surgery to remove scar tissue. The woman had 
previously indicated to the gynecologist that she 
felt the left ovary was the source of the recurring 
pain. Several: physicians had indicated to the 
plaintiff in. earlier years that the ovary would 
ultimately have to be removed. She indicated 
this to the gynecologist, but he refused to 
remove the left ovary. 

The pain worsened after the second surgery,

and the plaintiff consulted another physician in 
October of 1980. A surgeon removed both 
ovaries on January 28, 1981. In the summer of 
1982, the woman consulted an attorney Tegar- 
ding a possible medical malpractice claim 
against the original gynecologist. 

The attorney requested a medical. opinion 
from the second physician who had been con- 
tacted in October of 1980. This doctor indicated 
that he saw no impropriety in the prior treatment 
by the original gynecologist. Because of this opi- 
nion, the plaintiff felt she had no basis for a 
malpractice suit and delayed filing the medical 
malpractice action until November 28, 1983. 


The question arose as to whether the woman 
filed the case within two years of the time she 
knew of the injury. The Court concluded that the 
Plaintiff should have known she had been in- 
jured by the doctor’s negligent treatment by late 
January or early February of 1981. The Court em- 
phasized that the woman had obtained the care 
of other physicians three years before suit was 
filed. She should have known the injury was 
“wrongfully. caused” based on these consulta- 
tions. Therefore, it was held that this case was 
not filed within the two-year period, thus dispos- 
ing of this matter in the doctor's favor.

Good doesn’t outweigh bad 


Granite City Steel said that the 60 or so jobs that are lost by 
closing the cold roll finishing department will be covered by 
attrition, so it’s really nothing to worry about. 

That may look like good news — no ly working there will 
end up on the street — but the sic is bad news for the 
community. It means there will be 60 less opportunities for 
area youths to earn a good living and 60 less chances for area 
people to support their families. It means that 60 more 
heavy-industry workers will have to choose between under- 
cuploy nen here or moving to another area. 

If we beliéve economists — they have been wrong often 
enough that maybe we shouldn’t — each heavy manufactur- 
ing job creates several service industry jobs. Based on that, 
after the cold roll finishing department closes, this area will 
need between 180 and 300 less people working at banks, 
grocery stores, department stores, discount stores, gas 
stations, newspapers, fast food and other restaurants, and so 

nd-So on. 

If this is true, bleak, grim doom and gloom do not seem to 
be out of line as descriptions of the area’s future. Even if it’s 
not true, there’can be no doubt that a future based on all of us 
selling hamburgers to each other, even if we’re earning 
above minimum wage, is not exactly bright. 

The loss of heavy manufacturing jobs is more than a local 
problem. Many U.S.-based multinational corporations have 
said they have been forced, by high labor costs, to move their 
heavy manufacturing jobs out of the United States in order to 
remain competitive in the American market. 

That, said U.S. Rep. Bill Clay, D-St. Louis, is just an 
excuse. Clay is quick to point out that manufacturers in nine 
other countries where workers earn more per hour than 
workers in the United States have no problem competing in 
the American market. 

In a speech this week before the International Brotherhood 
of Electrical Workers, Clay said one-of those nine countries, 
Japan, makes television sets, radios and video cassette 
recorders — ‘things people want’’ — and asked, “‘How 
many people own B-2 mbers?’’ 

Even if it’s covered by attrition, the loss of 60 jobs at 
Granite City Steel is a big deal. There may be no way to stop 
this particular loss, but it shouldn’t be glossed over, shrugged 
off and forgotten. 

Every candidate for every public office from precinct 
committeeman to president should be reminded of those 60 
jobs and asked, ‘“‘What are you going to do to stop it in the 
future?”’

Preserving dignity 
in last days of life 


Joint statement by state medical, legal and hospital spokesmen: 

Advances of modern medical technology allow today’s physi- 
cians and hospitals to save the lives of infants born two or even 
three months prematurely; bring back from the edge of death the 
victims of. fire, auto accidents, gunshot wounds and airline crash- 
es; and restore to health patients who have suffered heart attacks 
and strokes that only 20 years ago would surely have been fatal. 

Those same technological advances, however, can create chal- 
lenges for patients and their families as they come to grips with 
decisions concerning medical intervention at the end of life. 

Current Illinois law requires physicians and hospitals to follow 
the wishes of those patients who sign advance directives. The 
“Tilinois Living Will’’ allows people to describe how they wish to 
be cared for at the end of their life and the “Durable Power of 
Attorney for Health Care’’ permits*individuals to assign the right 
to make health care decisions to a family member or close friend 
with whom the patient has discussed these sensitive and difficult 
issues. Both documents apply in certain carefully described cir- 
cumstances in which patients are unable to make these important 
decisions themselves or are unable to verbalize their wishes. 

For people who have not signed such documents, however, fami- 
lies and hospitals are now requires to endure a painful and 
lengthy court process, should e ability of modern technology 
collide. with the wishes of a patient or patient’s family to forgo 
extraordinary treatment. 

In situations involving the removal of life-sustaining treatment, 
the Illinois Supreme Court recently ruled that an incompetent 
patient’s wishes must be determined by a court of law, based on 
clear and convincing evidence. The court further called upon the 
Tllinois General Assembly to address this issue legislatively. 

The Health Care Surrogate Act, House Bill 2334, fulfills the 
Illinois Supreme Court’s directive to take such matters out of the 
judicial system and calls for a fair and protective path of action 
for patients, surrogates and health care workers. The legislation 
submitted to the governor for his signature fills a troublesome gap 
in the law for patients and their families in Illinois. 

Supported by a coalition of health care providers, attorneys and 
spiritual counselors, the bill makes clear who may make decisions 
about life-sustaining treatment when a patient is unable to do so: 
It establishes a prioritized list of surrogates that allows those 
closest to the patient to give direction to health care providers 
and make decisions regarding the last stages of life. 

Sensitive decisions such as these do not belong in the courts; 
they belong in the hands and hearts of the surr: ite decision-mak- 
er, a family member or friend who will make decisions based on 
his or her knowledge of the patient’s wishes. 

‘That surrogate may, in the name of the patient's best interests, 
order further extensive life-sustaining treatment. The surrogate 
can direct that all possible life-saving measures be taken in any 
and every instance where death approaches. Based on the surro- 
gate’s knowledge of the patient and the patient’s desires, any 
action on the entire spectrum of available care is allowed. 

‘The Health Care Surrogate Act will take those difficult and 
paavate decisions out of the court and joie them back where they 

long: in the realm of the family and conscience. 

House Bill 2334 allows each of us to bequeath to our families a

Protect cars’ 
precious cargo 


TO THE EDITOR: 

In 1990, 2,331 children died in 
the United States as a result of 
motor vehicle crashes. 

This statistic is simply unac- 
ceptable, considering the laws 
requiring use of child restraint 
seats and safety belts. 

Traffic safety is one, of my 
most important duties as secre- 
tary of state, and I believe that 
ensuring the safety of our youn- 
gest passengers is a grave 
responsibility. 

Fining a driver $25 for violat- 
ing the Illinois child restraint 
law of 1983 can be effective in 
encouraging the use of child 
seats. However, I believe that 
prevention rather than punish- 
ment will, be a more effective 
way. of protecting our innocent 
young passengers on Illinois 
rogds 

‘Operation Precious Cargo” is 
an innovative year-long program 
designed to protect children and 
educate drivers about the impor- 
tance of using child restraint 
seats for children under age 4. 

A one-time grant of $7,500 
from the National Highway Traf- 
fic Safety Administration has 
allowed the police departments 
under my jurisdiction to provide 
all squad cars with a child 
restraint seat. 


An officer observing a viola- 
tion will not cay Joan a child 
restraint seat to the driver for 30 
days, but also teach the driver 
how to secure the child in the 
seat. At the end of the loan peri- 
od, the violator must return the 
seat to the nearest Driver Ser- 
vices facility. 


I want to encourage Mlinois 











. drivers to think about the safety 


of their children before loading 

them into the car. Our children 

are our most precious cargo, 

and they deserve to be trans- 
ported safely and securely.

The 26-acre site was identified 
in 1983 as having become con- 
taminated. It had been in opera- 
tion as a wood treatment facili- 
ly, utilizing creosote and 
pentachlorophenol (PCP) since 
1915. 

Mayfield Heights, Ohio-based 
Jennison-Wright filed for bank- 
in November 1989. 

It ceased operations at the 
local “facility in July 1990, leav- 
ing contaminated soil, sludge 
and groundwater as well as 
operational debris and deterio- 
rating buildings. 

Although = Jennison-Wright 
obtained a razing: permit from 






the city in October 1990, and 
began work on removing some 
hazardous materials and dilapi- 
dated structures from the site, 
that work soon halted 

Buildings in poor condition, 
creosote puddies, lumber, bar- 
rels, metal parts, tank cars and 
storage tanks all still remain at 
the location, and there isn’t 
much that frustrated city offi- 
cials can do about the situation. 

Wood has said any cosmetic 
work on the site must be done 
by a licensed hazardous-waste 
hauler, with IEPA’s permission. 

City officials say such work 
would simply be too expensive 
for the city to fund

Discarded corn to power 3,300 homes 


An innovative program to 
recycle Illinois seed corn could 
soon be generating enough elec- 
tricity to power the homes of 
3,300 Illinois Power customers 
for a month 

The joint pilot. project, which 
turns waste corn into energy, 
will start this fall when the Ciba- 
Geigy Seed Division begins 
trucking corn from its Blooming- 
ton seed processing facility to 
the utility’s Havana Power Sta- 
tion. 

The corn will be unloaded 
directly into a fuel pit, mixed 
with coal and burned to produce 
electricity 

“During a customer visit I 
made to Ciba-Geigy, we di 
cussed the challenge they face in 
disposing of their out-of-date 














seed corn,"’ said Charles W 
Wells, executive vice president 
for Illinois Power. “‘Our people 
worked with them to explore 
options-and what emerged was 
this win-win proposition.” 

The corn being sent to IP's 
Havana plant no longer meets 
Ciba-Geigy’s seed quality stan- 
dards or has become obsolete 
due to the development of 
improved varieties. The seed is 
being supplied to Mlinois Power 
at no cost 

Because most seed corn is 
treated to prevent insect and dis- 
ease damage, disposal of out-of- 
date product must be done in an 
environmentally safe manner. 
This program accomplishes that, 
plus provides an economical fuel 
source for producing electricity. 








“We feel this program with 
Illinois Power is an environmen- 
tally sound and practical use of 
this seed,’’ said Fred Fuller, 
vice president of Operations for 
the Ciba-Geigy Seed Division, 
which is based in Greensboro,

The operating permit at the 
Havana Power Station has been 
revised’to allow burning of up to 
100,000 bushels of seed corn at 
the plant, significantly more 
than what will be supplied from 
the Bloomington seed facility. 


If the program goes as 
smoothly as predicted, IP may 
expand the project to include 


other seed companies and addi- 
tional power plants, Wells said

AIDS education promotes 
understanding, prevention

The spread of the AIDS virus 
throughout the United States has 
left no one untouched. You can 
not pick up a newspaper or lis- 
ten to the news several days 
running without hearing about 
the victims, the medical prob- 
lems or the political repercus- 
sions of the epidemic. 

All of our lives have been 
touched by the deadly virus, 
even those of .us far from the 
at-risk populations—homosexuals 
and intravenous drug users. Vic: 
tims of acquired immune defi 
ciency syndrome now are dis- 
persed throughout the general 
population and it is important 
for everyone to know the facts 
about the disease because its 
prevention demands informed, 
knowledgeable behavior. 

The biggest fear of most par- 
ents with school-age children is 
that their child will have contact 
with an HIV-positive’ person 
Extensive studies have shown 
that casual contact, even living 
in the same household with an 
HIV-positive individual, will not 
result in transmission of the dis- 
ease. 

he National PTA makes the 
following suggestions to parents 
whose child attends a school 
where there is a child or staff 
member with HIV or AIDS. 

+ Don’t panic. AIDS cannot be 


caught like a cold or the flu. It 
is not spread by sneezing, cough- 
ing, hugging or touching and it 
will not live long outside the 
human body. It cannot be con- 
tracted by sharing toys, school 
supplies, towels or toilet seats. 

* Learn the facts about HIV 
and AIDS. Call the National 
AIDS hotline at 800-342-2437 for 
answers to your questions or to 
request information. 

* Talk to your child about HIV 
and AIDS. Do not wait until he 
comes home from school with 
rumors or misconceptions. Tai- 
lor the information you present 
to the age of your child. 

When discussing with your 


child the AIDS virus and how it 
is transmitted, you may want to 
review principles of good 
hygiene to help him avoid more 
common infections such as a 
cold or the flu 

Find out if your child’s 
school has a procedure for deal- 
ing with cuts, nosebleeds and 
other minor emergencies. If not, 
ask school officials to implement 
some general guidelines for han- 
dling these situations. 

Parents of a teen need to be 
sure their child has information 
about AIDS so that he can pro- 
tect himself from contracting it 
through sexual activity or drug 
use 

Ignorance, in the case of teen- 
agers, definitely is not bliss 
Lack of information will not stop 


teenagers from indulging in dan- 
gerous behaviors and knowledge 
will not cause them to initiate 
such behaviors. 


It is a rare parent who doés 
not need some help in discussin; 
sex, drugs and death with his 
teenage child. The facts about 
AIDS are discussed in clear, 
concise and frank language in 
Jeanne Blake's “‘Risky Times: 
How To Be AIDS-Smart and 
Stay Healthy’’ (Workman Pub- 
lishing, $5.95) 


The book covers every aspect 
of the subject, from various 
forms of sex and the dangers of 
each form, to an explicit expla 
nation of how to protect yourself 
during sexual intercourse 


Read the book before you hana 
it over to your child. Some par- 
ents may be uncomfortable with 
the contents, but it will answer 
any question your child might 
have 


AIDS is not a subject a parent 
wants to discuss with his child, 
but failure to do so could have 
lethal consequences.

Before wiring money to kids 
at college, check the cost

It's a rare: parent who will 
never respond to the age-old 
request: ‘Could you please 
send money?”* 

And now that school has 
started, it is just a matter of 
time before the phone calls 
start rolling in. 

The reasons behind the fran- 
tic calls have hardly changed 
over the decades: emergencies, 
unex] tedly high expenses or 
simple overspending. But now 
because of increasingly sophis- 
ticated technology and co-oper- 
ative agreements between 
banks, parents have more ways 
than ever to send the money. 

It is wise to look at these 
options beforehand because 
some are far more costly than 
others 

What are the options? Wiring 
money, securing a cash 
advance against a credit card 
that’s in your child's posses- 
sion, using an automated teller 
that’s part of a network or sim- 
ply sending a check. Which 
option makes the most sense is 
going to depend on how quickly 
your child needs the money 
and how much it costs to get it 
there. 

Here’s the breakdown of how 
much you’d spend to get your 
scholar between $200 and $500. 

Traditionalists might wire 
funds through Western Union. 
But on a per-transaction basis, 
this is among the most expen: 
sive options. The company’s 
domestic wire transfer fees 
vary based on the dollar 
amount sent and whether the 
sender goes to an office with 
cash or just calls in and charg- 
es the order’to his or her credit 
card 

‘Those who pay cash will be 


charged a $22 fee to send $200 
anywhere in the United States 
Add $5 to the total if you want 
to use a credit card which is 
what most people do when they 
order money over the phone. If 
you're sending $500, the fee ris- 
es to $40 (cash) or $45 (credit 
card). The recipient must go to 
a Western Union office to col- 
lect the money 

American Express also sells 
“money grams.” But telephone 
orders are possible only for 
those who hold American 
Express Optima cards. The fee 
is $15 to send up to $300-and $30 
to send yp to $500. (Those who 
don’t have Optima cards can 
go into an American Express 
office and pay with cash or 
another credit card.) 

Western Union and American 
Express say the funds are usu- 
ally available within the hour 

Parents also can wire money 
through banks. The fees vary, 
but typically they range 
between $5 and $25 and may 
get you both coming and going. 
For example, the parent may 
have to pay $25 to send the 
money and the student will pay 
an additional $10 to receive it. 
Generally, these are flat fees 
so it doesn’t matter how much 
you send. The money is often 
— but not always — available 
the same day. 

Meanwhile, children with 
credit cards can get-a cash 
advance if they’re in a pinch 
and credit won’t do. The fee for 
cash advances usually amounts 
to about 1 percent to 2 percent 
of the amount borrowed. Amer- 
ican Express says its cash 
advance fee — also only ayail. 
able for. those who have Opti- 
ma cards — can’t be less than 
$2 or more than $6.

diately repaid, you have to add 
the cost of borrowing on credit 
to the total, which often 
amounts to about 20 percent a 
year. If a balance is left on the 
card for the whole year, the 
interest charges on $200 would 
add up to about $40. 

However, a cheaper option is 
available if the child has a 
bank account and an automat 
ed teller card 

Many big banks are now 
members of automated teller 
networks that crisscross the 
country. These networks 
essentially co-operative agree- 
ments between ban allow 
customers to withdraw cash 
virtually anywhere in the Unit 
ed States for a fee from 50 
cents to $4. Denver-based Plus 
System, one of the nation’s big- 
gest ATM networks, says it 
now has some 500 cash 
machines on college campuses. 

The way this works is sim- 
ple. The parent deposits mor 
in the student’s hometown 
account. The student withdraws 
it by using an ATM machine 
hooked up to a network serving 
that bank. 

Usually, this is a very cost 
effective’ option. However, 
there is one caveat. College 
students tend to use their auto- 
mated teller cards frequently. 
for small withdrawals, any- 
thing from $5 to $20, according 
to Ron Reed, senior vice presi- 
dent and manager of the Plus. 
System’s ATM network. On 
average, 18-to-24-year-olds use 
ATMs 6.5 times per month 
compared to 2.8 times per 
month for those over the age of 
55.
